between Franco and Siani at its present 
stage it is not easy to speak until the na- 
turo of the French ultimatum is made 
known. Eut the Siamese appear to havo 
shown a conciliatory spirit in the bound- 
ary dispute. .The area, in controversy is 
the broad belt o£ land lying east of the 
lie-Kong and between that river and the 
mam mountain chain of Anam. Tho 
French accuse Siiain of putting garrisons 
into this area, but it is quite certain that 
the Siamese have withdrawn from point 
after point without a struggle, while 
such conflicts as have occurred seem to 
have been of local origin rather than un- 
der the orders of the lung. This mon- 
arch, a man of about 40 years, who has 
been on the throne sinco the age of 15, is 
admitted to he a luler of high character, 
humane, anxious for reforms and eager 
to place S^am in the advanced line of 
modem Asiastic progress. He has made 
many internal impiovements in his king- 
dom, has fostered commerce, has wel- 
comed foreigners, and if be now hesi- 
tates to give up a large part of what ho 
has always considered his domain at the 
menace of a French fleet and an Auani- 
ite army it is whut might bo expected. 


One question now for Siam is, What 


is England going to do? Without her 
aid Siam may fall into the hands of 
France, as Burinah fell into those of Eng- 
land herself.

If the 
champion fails in thisdnty, ho forfeits his 
estate, ijivan tho family by William the 
Conqueror, and sinks into middle class 
obscnri':y, for the queen's champion is 
not a nobleman. Yeoman and squire was 
Bobert de Marmyon when William the 
Conque:.-er made Win Us champion and 
gave him the manor of Scrivelsby, and 
his descendant, who has jr.st surrendered 
the office by death, was a simple justice 
of the pence. Queen Victoria did not 
call upon her champion at her corona- 
tion, nor did William IV. George IV waa 
the laSt Mng at whose coronation tho 
ceremony was observed, but the simplo

Ihe Street Kailwjy Company and Ihe 
Street Commissioner appear to have been 
in collnsion in an effort tornin the streets 
and to make the burdened tuxpayero pay 
for It all. The street committee yesterday 
found that hundreds of yards of crushed 
stone for which the taxpayers paid to be 
used for repairing Ihe streets had been urad 
to ballast the street railway track; they 
found that along Market 8lreet,nearBaiter, 
where the long awit:h is, the dirt that was 
thrown out over a year ago is still Iviug 
there making the surface of the street on the 
north side of the truck about a foot Weber 
than on the south aide, and that il has been 
left a series of lulls and holes, over which 
people Cannot drive without danger to the 
vehicles. It has been So fnr a year. 


It is espebted that heroic measures will- 


be taKen with these people who have ruined 
our streets and defied the Council to inter- 
fere with them in their work. Their actions 
have become so flagrant, and the complaint 
of the tax payers are becoming EO frequent 
over the destroying of street improvements 
which hard earned tax-money ha's paid for, 
that measure* will mow be taken to protect 
the streets. In the;e hard times tax paying 
is not pleasant, ami it riles up the average 
American citizen, just after he has paid 
over bis money for the purpose of improv-
